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How to Spell. 
••If a man cant spel we!,” wrote 
Artemus Ward, “ he's of no ’kountZ* 
So said the Philological Convention at 
its recent session in Newport, and so 
said the Spelling Reform Association 
at its still more recent session in Phila­ 
delphia. 
It is easy enough to show 
that an alphabet in which every char­ 
acter represented one sound, and one 
only, would save something like twenty 
per cent. of all the money that books 
and newspapers now cost; but that 
does not by any means bring about the 
change, nor is it likely to do so at any 
time. 
In the tirst place, the human 
eye likes what it has become accus­ 
tomed to, and it woald require very 
peculiar circumstances to induce a mao 
of ordinary literary tastes to read a 
cook, or even a single page, of the un­ 
recognizable stuff .hat the “ speiing re­ 
launders” write. It is useless to say 
that this offensiveness would wear away 
by use, for the use is just what very 
few would willingly accustom them­ 
selves to. In the next place, most En­ 
glish words, and especially those which 
are reckoned of peculiarly objectiona­ 
ble structure, indicate by their form 
something of their derivation and his­ 
tory, and thus to the scholar become 
full of interest and of delicate shades 
of meaning. 
The history of the En­ 
glish people can be traced in its lan­ 
guage and in the forms its words have 
assumed, and when the Philological 
Society ot England completes its pro­ 
jected work, upon which it has been 
engaged for twenty years, of making a 
dictionary of all the words which have 
ever been in use in English literature, 
showing as accurately as possible the 
date of the appearance of each word in 
fhe language, with the changes in form 
and meaning which it has undergone, 
and also the time of the disappearance 
of such words as have become obsolete, 
then, indeed, will the words as they 
are so shown become a most interest­ 
ing and instructive study. 
It is easy 
to sec that the phonetic system would, 
if carried out, substantially abolish the 
English as a written language, and put 
in its place a new language made up 
from spoken sounds precisely as John 
Eliot constructed a written language of 
the Natick Indian dialect two centuries 
and a quarter ago; and as Cyrus Irving­ 
ton constructed a written language for 
the Choctaws in 1825. 
Writing words according to their 
sound is no new idea in this country. 
It was one of the multitudinous sub­ 
jects to which Dr. Franklin gave some 
attention. On the 4th of July, 178G, he 
wrote to Airs. Jane Merom, from Phil­ 
adelphia: 
“ You need not be con­ 
cerned, iii writing to me, about your 
bad spelling; for, in my opinion, as 
our alphabet now stands, the bad spell­ 
ing, or what is called so, is generally 
the best, as conforming to the sound 
of the letters and of the words. To 
give you an instance. 
A gentleman 
reviewed a letter in which were these 
words: Not finding Brown at horn, I 
delivered your mcseg to his yf. The 
gentleman finding it bad spelling, and 
therefore not very intelligible, called 
his lady to help him read it. 
Between 
them they picked out the meaning of 
all but the yf, which they could not 
understand. 
Tho lady proposed call­ 
ing her chambermaid, because Betty, 
says she, has the best knack of reading 
bawd spelling of any one I know. Betty 
came, and was surprised that neither 
Sir nor Madam could tell what y f was. 
4 W hy/ says she, 4 y/spells wife; what 
else can it spell?' 
And, indeed, it is a 
much latter, as well as shorter method 
of spelling wife than doubleuon, i, cf, c, 
which in reality spell doubler fey ” 
Noah Webster, before he got to work 
at his dictionaries, and while lie was 
instructing young ladies and gentle­ 
men iii Connecticut 44 not only in the 
common arts of reading, writing and 
arithmetic, but in any branch of aca 
demical literature,1’ for the low price, 
for board and tuition, of 44 from six to 
nine 
shillings, 
lawful 
money, 
week,” became an advocate of the p 
ne tic plan, and printed some pieces in 
<that style in one of his school reading 
books. When he grew older an ‘ 
more cf the language he seems to have 
given up the thing as a system ; but 
perhaps traces of his studies in that 
direction may be seen iii his earnest 
efforts to simplify and make uniform 
the orthography *of many classes of 
words. 
A standing obstacle to phonetics is 
the fact that there is no such thing as 
making a permanent written language 
according to sound, because the sounds 
are constantly changing, and are never 
entirely uniform over any considerable 
district of country. 
How long is it 
since the 
proper 
pronunciation of 
daughter was dafter, and after was 
called adder, and oil was He, and join 
was fine, and search was sareh, and 
clerk was clark ? These are pronuncia­ 
tions which prevail mostly among il­ 
literate people at present, it is true, 
but they, and a thousand more like 
them, which have passed out of vogue, 
have all had the support of the nest 
usage in their time. 
The lower orders 
rf people always take their pronuncia­ 
tion from their betters, and they pre­ 
serve it long after the betters have 
changed to some other. But suppose 
everybody undertook to write accord­ 
ing to the present sounds given to 
words. 
Take the common word chair, 
to illustrate. Most educated Americans 
would write it chare, with a as in hare. 
Some gentleman in Virginia would in­ 
dicate his pure English descent by 
writing it cheer, and a South Carolin 
ran, i f he wrote as he pronounces, 
would make it cha yr, with a nearly as 
rn late. 
Hearth would be hurth in one 
place, barth in another, hoe rf h (ac as 
the French c in pere) in another, aud 
the flat old English hath in another. 
Early would be urly, and acrly, and 
airly* and arty. 
All these pronuncia­ 
tions can be heard among American- 
born people of English slock in Cook 
County. So, until the speech of men 
can be reduced to absolute and perpet­ 
ual uniformity, there is little prospect 
of any radical and sudden change in 
our method of spelling words.—Chicago 
Int xr-Ocean.

As pig* are now bred and 
fattened they are little more than ani­ 
mated lard. 
EveiTbody has been try­ 
ing tor years to see how fat they could 
make their pigs, and how much they 
could make them weigh in the shortest 
possible tim e. 
This universal system of 
] stuffing has resulted in breeding out 
; muscle (k* an meat), and thickening up 
the fatty portions, which are merely the 
deposits of the oil contained in the food. 
To facilitate this fattening (oil deposit­ 
ing) process, absolute rest is required. 
Therefore to subserve their purpose pigs 
are confined in close quarters, with no 
exercise except stomach exercise. This 
organ is brought by the nature of the 
I case into a morbid condition, when it is 
expected to consume and digest without 
I limit. Figs are stuffed to the very verge 
ut breaking down of their digestive func­ 
tions, aud often beyond it. 
In the lat­ 
ter case they are speedily slaughtered 
before they run down. 
Usually pigs are 
confined in foul pens, where tney are 
com piled to lie in their filth, and 
breathe air poisonous with the fumes of 
decay. 
The whole system is wrong, re­ 
sulting in distasteful,if not unwholesome 
food. 
The effect of this system of 
care 
and 
breeding 
pigs 
with the 
feeding of rich and concentrated food to 
promote rapid growth, has been to 
change the nature, or rather the physi­ 
cal construction, of the animal from a 
muscular to a blubberous condition. 
Exercise aud slow growta conduce to 
muscular development, as muscles are 
formed where ana when required. 
This 
is a universal law in the animal king­ 
dom, illustrated by the blacksmith’s 
arm, the race horse, and it could be 
shown in perfect demonstration by con­ 
fining one pig in the way pigs are usu­ 
ally fed, and taking another of the same 
litter and training it to extended exer­ 
cise, or by simply allowing it to roam at 
will in a field during its growth. The 
pig thu4 allowed to roam would when 
fattened possess double the amount of 
muscle (lean meat) over one kept in a 
close pen. The recognition of this prin­ 
ciple put in practical use can in time 
change the character of pigs so as to make 
them more palatable. 
Everybody com­ 
plains nowadays of pork tieing too fat, 
and yet everybody almost persists in 
growing pigs in the very.way to make 
them too fat. 
Fig meat is naturally 
healthy fo< >«I, and calculated for the wants 
of laboring people, as it furnishes long 
digestion and plenty of nutrition, which 
are what they require. 
The modern 
improvements in breeding have resulted 
in making heavy weights in a short time, 
and iii rounding and thickening: tne

I do not mean to be 
understood that fewer hogs are grown, 
or a less number exported; but I do 
mean and know that in proportion to 
the inhabitants in this country a much 
less quantity of pork is eaten than form ­ 
erly, and it is sim ply beeauseof its over- 
fatness. 
There are two ways to remedy this 
evil; one is to enlarge the pig-pen to a 
pig-paslure; the others is to grow pigs 
of tin* umre muscular breeds, or to se­ 
lect breeding stock from those of any. 
breed which give evidence of more de­ 
velopment in this direction than of fat. 
('hunky h o g s should 
be avoided, as 
chunkiness means fat. 
It is singular 
what follies farmers, who should be the 
most sensible of people, will pursue. 
They have been daft so long on pug- 
nosed and fat-cheeked pigs that they 
have nearly expel let! the pork barrel 
from every m an’s cellar, and one of the 
most profitable animals front the farm. 
Northern farmers under the delusion of 
pug-noses and fat-cheeks have ridiculed 
the 44rail-sj»litters"of t he South, whereas 
the truth is the Southern planter hail 
more sagacity and practical sense than 
the admirer of improved stock, for the 
former has well nigh bred himself out 
of a staple article of food, and a staple 
source of profitable income, while the 
latter has kept up the reputation of his 
bacon, and maintained his supply of 
wholesome living. 
As I have suggest­ 
ed, we want more pig-pastures andfew - 
er pig-pens. 
(iirowing pigs should have 
more range, so that there may lie a per­ 
fect development of boily, bone, and 
muscle. 
They* want less concentrated 
food and more of a light nature, such as 
grass, corn-stalks, and roots, to keep 
them growing but not fat. 
Under this 
treatment there would be more length 
of body and larger frames, which may 
lie rounded up in the autumn by richer 
biod. 
A continuous system of rearing 
and feeding in this manner would pro­ 
duce breed* of hogs not so heavy per­ 
haps in weight, but more desirable as 
pigs are generally m anaged.—Col. F

An Irish ('impel Submerged. 
A Dublin special to the london 
t lh til a Nr irs say*: Details have reached 
r Dublin of the terrible catastrophe in a 
I 
Roman Catholic chapel at (Jvveedore, 
J County Donegal. The church is situat- 
II cd in a deep ravine between two granite 
I cliffs, which rise as perpendicularly 
• 
from the base to the top as the side 
» 
walls of tile chapel, and are almost as 
r 
hign as the latter. 
The sacristy side 
fin es the sea to the west. 
Between the 
‘ 
side walls and this cliff an openeing of 
about six feet had been cut out of the 
‘ 
rock to give walking-space round the 
outside of the chapel to the southwest 
side. 
'I’lic glen opens up toward the 
1 
hills, hut is not so deep at any place as 
1 
where the chapel is built. 
In the mid­ 
dle of this glen a stream flows, though 
1 
no great body of water fills up its bed, 
except in the'winter time, when it is fed 
1 
by mountain torrents. This brook flows 
down under the south aisle of the chapel, 
provision being made for its passage by 
1 an archway uniter the walls and floor of 
the chapel. 
It divides the chapel yard 
into two sections to the bridge below on 
the country road, where it disgorges un­ 
der three arches. 
The upper parapet 
wall of this bridge forms part of the in 
closure of St. Mary's Chapel. 
When 
tile tides are high the water of the sea 
passes through this bridge and through 
the arch under the chapel for some dis­ 
tance. 
The peculiar site of the chapel 
is attributed to tile difficulty in getting 
laud for the purpose. 
From IU o’clock 
on Sunday morning rain fell in torrents, 
accompanied by terrific thunder and 
lightning. 
The stream came down 
from the mountain sides into the basin 
of the rivulet, covered the crops with 
debris, washed away a bridge north of 
and near the Gweedore Hotel, and car­ 
ried granite boulders, over atoll weight, 
for fully a mile down its bed. On reach­ 
ing the high walls surrounding the 
chapt I yard, the impetuous torrent bore 
down all before it, and entered the 
chapel by the west gable door. 
The 
seared looks of the. people, as if at some 
unusual thing passing along the floor 
toward the altar, first attracted the atten­ 
tion of the Key. James Macfadden, parish 
priest, who was in the act of administer­ 
ing communion. The priest and people 
preserved order, but the unceasing roar 
of the torrent outside induced the pas­ 
tor to ascend a few steps of the altar, 
when, on kicking down the aisle, he saw 
the water, which had burst open tho 
massive door, rustling inward. 
He de­ 
posited the chalice containing the sacra­ 
ment in the tabernacle and locked the 
door. Then, turning to the people, 
who were up to their waists in tvater, he 
directed and beckoned them to make 
their way out, or escape as best they 
could, divesting himself of his vest­ 
ments. 
The w ater had now reached to 
his knees, and seeing no other means of 
safety he ascended the top of the altar, 
and made way from thence to the rere­ 
dos behind it, and by the aid of a board 
crossed oyer the vestry to the chancel 
window, which lie ascended to a safe 
hight by breaking the panes, inflicting 
a severe cut on his hand. By this time 
the water had closed the eastern door 
and then burst it and the door-case out­ 
ward, carrying with it several persons, 
including Sub-Constable Martin, who at 
the risk of his life, after several at­ 
tempts, succeeded, with the aid of a 
civilian, iii saving a woman being borne 
out along with him. The water then 
carried away the remaining boundary- 
wall and a bridge sixty yards lower 
down. Meantime, with the water eight 
feet deep, a terrible scene w as occurring 
inside the chapel. The seats, bound to­ 
gether at the Ixittom, became floating 
rafts of which all wiio could availed 
themselves to save their lives. A large 
block of fir-wood carried in by the wa­ 
ter kept afloat all w ho could sit oil and 
cling to it. Others were saved by get­ 
ting hold of a suspended lamp-chain 
and by grasping tho window-cords and 
braking the glass. A man named Gal- 
laher, with ropes and garments, pulled 
others up to the gallery. Sub-Consta­ 
ble Mahoney and others placed ladders 
from the rocks outside to the window's, 
and by this means many escaped. The 
interior of the chapel was almost de­ 
stroyed, and outside every thing was 
carried aw'ay except the solid rock. 
There were about 400 people iii the 
chapel. Five dead bodies have been re­ 
covered, and no more are missing. 
James Ferry, aged 16, was found dead 
at the vestry door, which had closed on 
bis arm, preventing his egress. The 
others who lost their lives are Neii Doh­ 
erty, Connell Boyle, aged 70; Grac< 
McGarvan, aged lo (.Til married), and 
Henry Gal lither, aged IG.
